Dictionary Evidence Of 



Age Of School House 



Two weeks ago. The Era and 
Express printed a news story 
about the remodelling of the old 
school house at the corner of 
Millard Ave. (Lot St.) and Rag- 
Ian into an apartment block. 
The registry office did not have 
a record of when the building 
was erected but it was known to 
have existed some years before 
Sir William Mulock attended it 
in 1850. 

Further evidence of the age of 
the school has been supplied by 
Mrs. N. J. Roadhouse, 10? Main 
St Mrs. Roadhouse has in her 
possession' a dictionary given to 
Sarah Jane Caldwell, a pupil at 
the school, by her teacher. Miss 
Felton, in 1848. 

Sarah Jane Caldwell was the 
daughter of James C. Caldwell. 
She married Moses Bogart who 
was an uncle of Mrs. Roadhouse 
and the father of Edgar A. Bo- 
gart who died in 1938. At the 
time of Miss Caldwell's attend- 
ance, the school was a grammar 
school, later becoming the

A letter from the federal 
building controller refusing a 
permit for the construction of 
the vocational wing at the New- 
market high school was read to 
the board at the first meeting of 
the year in the council chambers 
Tuesday. The letter said that 
because of the urgency of other 
construction and the lack of 
trained construction labor, a 
permit could not be granted. 

Principal J. W. Lockhart told 

the board that \\teve was a rec- 
ord attendance of 330 students at 
the high school. Last year's en- 
rolment was 327. He received 
board approval of a plan where- 
by the teachers would visit other [ 
schools and exchange notes, j 
'One teacher could go each day," j 
he explained. "It would give us : 
an opportunity to see how things j 
are done elsewhere and we 
could improve our own methods 
as a result." 

On a resolution from A. N. ; 
Belugin, Clerk A. M. Mills was : 
instructed to write to the royal i 
commission which is investigat- j 
ing ways of bringing elementary 
and secondary school curricula 
into closer harmony, that in the 
opinion of the board, this might 
best be done by having a central 
body set up both courses. "There 
is too big a gap between public 
and high schools," said Mr. Lock- 
hart. "If one educational body 
was authorized to prepare both 
courses, we would have a certain 
amount of continuity".

No. 23 B.T.C. comes into op- 
eration as an appraisal centre 
Friday, Lieut. Col. Newton M. 
Young, commanding officer of 
the camp, disclosed today. Five 
years old this October, the camp 
was originally to have been 
used for Pacific forces but the 
end of the Pacific war necessi- 
tated a change in plans. 

As an appraisal centre, the 
camp becomes an integral part of 
the machinery of- demobilization 
and rehabilitation. The men 
are sent to the Newmarket camp 
and other appraisal centres 
where they are given medical 
and educational examinations 
and then sent to other centres 
where they may best fit in while 
awaiting discharge. 

The camp will be used by men 
who have not yet accumulated a 
sufficient number of points to 
receive their discharges and 
j must remain in the army until 
j the men with the higher prior- 
ity are discharged. 

"It is difficult to estimate how 
long the camp will continue to 
operate," said Col. Young. "It 
will exist, of course, as long as 
men are returning from over- 
seas. There is a good chance 
that the camp will continue for 
at least another year but at the 
best, that is an estimate. It is all 
a matter of conjecture." 

The men passing through the 
camp will provide part of the 
interim army and at the same 
time, be prepared for their dis- 
charge when their time comes.

Application for electric service 
by J. O. Little for St. Paul's 
Anglican church and for water 
service by Dr. L. W. Dales were 
granted by Newmarket town 
council at the council meeting 
Monday night. 

The old Newmarket pumper, 
built in 1853 and for a long time, 
the town's only fire protection, 
will be given to York. Pioneers' 
Society and be housed in Sharon 
Temple, council agreed Monday 
night. "We can use the space it 
occupies for more modern equip- 
ment/ 1 Deputy-Reeve Arthur D. 
Evans told councillors. 

Councillor George Dyers was 
given a free hand to arrange for 
the repair of the roof of the 
municipal building at the corner 
of Main and Botsford Sts. by the 
council Monday night. "The roof 
is a disgrace. to the town and the 
leaks arc ruining the interior," 
he said. 

Councillors George Byers and 
J. A. Perks were appointed by 
the council Monday night to 
serve on a committee, when 
formed, to handle the collection 
of used clothing for overseas 
distribution. The national cloth- 
ing collection begins Oct. 1. 

Council agreed to write off 
S374 in unpaid taxes at the 
recommendation of Councillor J. 
L. Spillette, chairman of the fin- 
ance committee. The sum repre- 
sented uncoHectable taxes and 
incorrect assessments. 



The council will do everything 
in its power to speed the an- 
nexation of the lots on Park 
Ave. west of the town limits, J. 

B. Waterhouse, Elmnn W. Camp- 
bell and C. Morden Carler, re- 
presentatives of the property 
owners, were told at the council 
meeting Monday night. A com- 
mittee was appointed to meet 
with the property owners to lay 
out the boundary lines of tho 
property to be annexed and the 
chairman. Reeve Fred A. Lundy, 

was instructed to bring in n re- 
port at the next council meeting, 
Oct. 1. 

Thc deputation presented to 
the council a petition, signed by 
eight of thc 14 property owners 
which would be affected by an- 
nexation, asking that tho town 
take in the property. "If the 
petition is in order, it is just a 
matter of preparing the neces- 
sary papers," said Reeve Lundy. 
"You may be assured that we 
will take you in with pleasure," 
said Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales. 

"What about assessment?" ask- 
ed Mt % Waterhouse. "There has 
been some strong opposition to 
the annexation and those of us in 
favor of it are fearful of a too 
high assessment." 



"Your assessment will be pro- 
portionate to others on Park 
Ave.," said the mayor, "You 
have every assurance of fair 
treatment." 

"How soon will we have water 
and light?' asked Mr. Water- 
house. "We will bring it to you 
as fast as we can," replied Reeve 
Lundy. 

N. L. Mathews, K.C., town sol- 
icitor, told council that the an- 
nexation procedure was to first 
pass a resolution declaring an- 
nexation to be expedient. "Then 

the property owners should peti- 
tion tl»e municipal board in Tor- 
onto/' he said. He told council 
that Whitchurch council should 
be met and an arrangement 
made with the township regard- 
ing the assets thc township 
would lose through the annexa- 
tion. He said that the definite 
boundaries of the land to be an- 
nexed should be settled right 
away. It is for this purpose that 
the committee 1 was named. 

"Why not include the land 
right down to Eagle St?" asked 
Councillor Frank Bowser. "It 
would be worth our while to 
take in all that property while 
we are at it." His suggestion 
was left in the hands of the com- 
mittee.

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WHO WILL DO THE JOB? 

On Oct. 1, a national campaign lo collect cloth- 
ing for use by the citizens of war-devastated 
Allied nations in Europe will begin. There is no 
need to stress the importance of contributing to 
such a campaign. We are familiar with the great 
want of food, clolhes, medicine and other neces- 
sities of life in Europe. We have heard of the 
abject poverty, intensified by war. that exists 
abroad from the lips of returning Newmarket 
veterans. No persuasion should be required to in- 
fluence us to give all the used clothing we can 
to help alleviate the misery of our allies. 



We need no persuasion to give our old clothes 
for use in Europe but an organization which will 
undertake the job of collecting and packing for 
shipment is definitely required. So far, there has 
been no indication that any organization in New- 
market is willing to undertake the job. There is 
every indication of "passing the buck." 

The individual organizations in town which 
have been asked lo undertake Ihe job have rea- 
sons for not doing so. The job is not in line with 
the work they do. They are engaged in other 
work. They have curtailed their activities. But 
the fact remains, that if the clothing is to be col- 
lected, 5ome existing organization must under- 
take the job or else a new organization be formed 
for that purpose. 

It is no credit to Newmarket that two members 
of the Newmarket council arc appointed lo repre- 
sent the town on any committee or organization 
which undertakes the collection of used clothes — 
when and if — such a thing comes to pass. It is 
not the council's business to undertake the collec- 
tion; its job is to provide town facilities and to 
act as a co-ordinating agent in the activity of the 
collecting organization. Towards that end two 
councillors have been appointed. But it was 
necessary to attach the proviso of "if and 
"when" to their appointment. 

The incident illustrates again the long felt need 
for a community association, representing all the 
organizations in town, which could take over a 
task such as the collection of used clothes for war 
refugees. It is done elsewhere. In Toronto there 
is an annual community chest appeal in which all 
the service clubs and similar organizations com- 
bine in the raising of funds for the year. One ob- 
jective is set and at the end of the campaign the 
money is divided among the participants accord- 
ing to their need. 

There is no reason why this principle cannot be 
applied to Newmarket. The town has its Lions 
club, its lied Cross branch, its Women's Institute 
and similar associations, all dedicated to separate 
purposes. But when a need for an agency to 
handle a job like a clothing collection arises 
there is none which feels itself particularly suited 
for the job. All are in sympathy with the objec- 
tive. All will help whoever undertakes it. But 
none offers to do the job itself. 

I»st Newmarket has cause lo remember the 
national collection of clothing with shame at the 
ineffectual part it played, we strongly urge the 
executive of the service clubs and other organiza- 
tion** )n town to meet immediately and show 
what a un^d effort can accomplish in a cam- 
paign of this sort. 



move to where they can be gainfully employed. 
. Such an exodus will have a lasting effect. The 
drop in population will mean less taxable citizens 
with a consequent heavier burden for those who 
remain. ft will reduce the income of the 
merchants on Main St. It will make impossible 
the plans for local improvements consistent with 
a large population but which have long been 
needed and will continue to be needed even after 
the population falls. 

The town council is aware of the need for new 
industries. An industrial committee led by 
Joseph Vail has worked steadily to attract new 
industries to town. At the same time, Deputy- 
Reeve Arthur Evans, chairman of the water and 
light committee, has warned the town that its 
present water, electricity and sewer facilities are 
over-taxed and that widespread improvements 
will be needed before additional requirements 

can be met- 

Last winter, Aubrey Davis suggested to council 
that the town erect a factory building and rent 
or sell it to an out-of-town industry. The diffi- 
culty that the industrial committee continually 
meets is that prospective industries ask as a con- 
dition of their locating here that factory build- 
ings be already standing. Mr. Davis* suggestion 
was made with this difficulty in mind. Mayor 
Dr. L. W. Dales has expressed himself in favor 
of the suggestion and some council members are 
in agreement with him. However, the corpora- 
tion has not the legal power to act as contractor 
and landlord. 

If the town cannot act, then, why not a com- 
mittee of citizens. In Midland, such a committee 
has successfully financed a shoe company in this 
manner. A factory is being erected and it is ex- 
pected that the plant will employ over 100 men- 
There is sufficient capital in Newmarket to fin- 
ance a like enterprise. The building would not 
need to be on the same scale as the one in Mid- 
land; a smaller building would be more quickly 
built and would not be loo much a strain on the 
water and electricity services. 

More small industries for Newmarket instead 
of another large industry will offer a wider 
choice for skilled labor. At the same time a 
number of small industries is a safeguard against 
mass unemployment such as would follow if a 
largo industry closed down. Small factory build- 
ings are needed to bring new industries here. A 
construction company financed by local capital 
and constructing such buildings would be of great 
value to Newmarket.

Considerable emphasis was placed on commun- 
ity recreation facilities at the recent Institute of 
Human Relations at Lake Couchiching. The fed- 
eral deputy-minister of health, Dr. George David- 
son, promised substantial federal help both in the 
planning and costs to any community considering 
the provision of recreational facilities in post-war 
programs. Fred Bartlett, director of health and 
physical fitness in the Ontario department of I 
health, said that financial aid up to a third of the \ 
total cost could be had from the government.

The first move 
had to be made by the community. Then every 
aid to the successful completion of recreational 
facilities would be forthcoming.

It would he in keeping with the first step to- 
wards community recreation taken this summer 
at Lions club park if Newmarket council or a 
local committee would investigate the possibili- 
ties of government aid for Ihe provision of recre- 
ational facilities. The success enjoyed by Fred L. 
Hall with the children shows that a recreational 
program can be a success. If it is successful for 
children, there is no reason why adults can not 
enjoy the same advantages.

Monday as I write this letter, 

the debate on the motion and 
amendments on the adoption of 
the speech from the throne carries 
on with prospects of a division 
early this week. For years we 
have heard that much valuable 
time in parliament is wasted In 
superfluous oratory and while a 
few weeks here is too short a 
time to judge, my frank opinion 
is that there is at least some 
foundation for the charge. How- 
ever, I still think the right 
of free expression is a bulwark 
of democracy which must be 
preserved. 

In this parliament the govern- 
ment majority is comparatively 
small which means every mem- 
ber must be on the job in case 
of a division. The membership 
of the house numbers 245. On 
the right of the speaker, who is 
a Liberal, sit 128 Liberals, and 
on the left sit 67 Conservatives, 
28 C.C.F. members, 13 Social 
Creditors, two Bloc Populaire 
and six other various independ- 
ents. It will be noted the gov- 
ernment majorily- over at* oppo- 
sition is small but at the same 
time it must be remembered 

that a solid opposition vote 
against it is unlikely on a 
major issue. It is unlikely for 
the reason that many in the 
opposition greatly prefer the 
government party to some of 
their fellows in opposition. 

Among the main problems be- 
fore this ''transition parliament" 
are demobilization and rehabili- 
tation of service personnel, re- 
conversion of war industry to 
peacetime industry and inter- 
national trade to provide market 
for our goods, particularly our 
agricultural and primary indus- 
try products. Our success in 
meeting these problems depends 
on not only what we do hero in 
Canada but on what happens in 
the world. In this connection I 
might point out that many dom- 
estic policies which may seem 
hard to understand may have in- 
ternational implications which 
are difficult to explain at pres- 
ent. 

I might point out that meat 
rationing, which is unpopular 
with a considerable section of 



public opinion, might in the long 
view and in the light of such 
international implications justify 
those who now claim it is 
necessary. It is becoming in- 
creasingly apparent that the 
problems of peace arc going to 
require sacrifices as demanding 
as those made on the home 

front in time of war. All were 
glad to support an all out war 
effort, so in like manner let us 
support an all out effort for 
peace. 

I am sorry my duties deny me 
the pleasure of meeting friends 
in North York and I am particu- 
larly disappointed that my duties 
here deny me the pleasure of 
welcoming home many of the 
boys from overseas. May I take 
this opportunity of extending to 
one and all the warmest of 
warm welcomes. To you 1 say 
it is the wish of the government 
and the wish of every member 
of the house that everything 
possible shall be done to help 
re-establish you and start you on 
your way to a happy and full 
life in the Canada you fought to 

save. If at any time I can be of 

any assistance to you write me 
at Ottawa and I will count it a 
pleasure and privilege to do any- 
thing I can. 

I was saddened this week by 
news of the passing of J. M. 
Walton of Aurora. Mr. Walton, 
for many long years a highly- 
esteemed figure in the public 
life of North York, was a fine 
citizen and a true gentleman. I 
pay tribute to his fine Christian 
character and long public ser- 
vice, and to his berea%*ed wife 

and daughter extend sincere 
sympathy.

The party who made 
the first trip seemed to find a 
social side, even to a bus, and 
made contact with people who 
had lived not so far away, but 
who might as well have lived in 
Timbuctoo for all the knowledge 
they had of one another.

One wonders, looking back. 
that we all accepted so serenely 
the promises of adequate work 
for ail who contributed to the 
war as fighters or workers. In 
the case oi most.

sort of treatment for returned 
men as after the last war. We 
really thought there was an ad- 
vance in humanitarian govern- 
ment. When 1 remember what 
some returned men who took up 
farming went through after the 
las\ war, my blood boils when 1 
think it may be repeated. 1 
suppose "we, the people," are to 
blame to a certain extent for it 
is we who send our representa- 
tives to parliament and expect, 
maybe hope is a better word, 
that they will make their voices 
heard. But do we make clear 
WHAT we want heard? 

The government says there 
arc thousands of jobs— then why 
are thousands of men looking 
for job and why, if a war is on, 
can adequate wages be paid, but 
the moment the last gun is fired 
there is no money for wages? 
Arc the country's resources like 
a dried up spring in peace time 
which needs the blast of war to 
cause it to flow? Or is the 
country dominated by men who, 
like Shylock, are after the last 
pound of flesh? Let us hope 
there will be another beginning 
— that of a just national economy 
which will at least provide 
justice to all.

ADULT EDUCATION 
LECTURES HERE 



On the front page of this week's paper there 
appears an announcement that the Newmarket 
Home and School Association is sponsoring a 
series of ten weekly lectures under the new adult 
education plan through the University of Toronto. 
Subject of the lectures will be psychology. A 
fee of two dollars will be charged for the ten 

lectures. 

This week, Wing Cmdr. Ross M. Winter was 
appointed director of adult education for Ontario. 
Now overseas, Wing Cmdr. Winter is expected to 
return to Canada late this month and to assume 
his new duties Oct 1. Since 1943 he has been 
senior educational officer in the R.C.A.F. over- 
seas and a member of several British educational 
committees. Before his enlistment he was direc- 
tor of university extension for several years at 
Queen's University. At the outbreak of war he 
was one of the organizers of Canadian Legion 
educational services. 

The Home and School Association should be 
congratulated on its zeal in arranging for adult 
education lectures to be given in Newmarket. 
Too often it is felt that education ends with 
graduation. It has never been so. The building 
of a better community involves a continuing pro- 
cess of education of its citizens. A happy, pros- 
perous community does not just come into being.

BUILDINGS NEEDED 
FOR NEW INDUSTRIES 

It becomes increasingly apparent that new 
industries are required in Newmarket if the pop- 
ulation level is to be maintained. Newmarket

Reduced marketings of wheat and hogs, only 
partly offset by more sales of cattle, calves and 
oats in the first half of 1945, brought a downturn 
in farm cash income for the first time since be- 
fore the war, states The Financial Post in a spe- 
cial analysis. Most of the $63 millions decline 
from the 1044 peak of $765 millions took place in 
the prairie provinces. Minor increases were 
noted in Prince Edward Island, New Brunswick, 
Quebec and British Columbia, and Ontario farm 
income rose from $179 millions to $202 millions, 
due chiefly to increased cattle and field crop 
marketings, plus increased income from dairy 
products. Tolal decreases in the prairie prov- 
inces were 20 percent, with Saskatchewan report- 
ing a drop of 24 percent.

OUR MAJOR TRADE PROBLEM 



(Winnipeg Tribune) 
Canada's economic interest is directly involved 

in both short-term and long-term aspects, for 
Britain is the dominion's best customer. Should 
the Keynes-Halifax mission fail to find ways of 
financing essential food imports from other 
sources, it is logical to assume that efforts will be 
made to secure additional supplies from Canada. 
This possibility has given rise to complacency 
on the part of some Canadians who seem to think 
that even though the British should find them- 
selves short of U.S. dollars they would still be 
able to buy heavily and steadily in Canada. 

Actually, Canada's postwar position if caught 1 
between a "sterling area" on the one hand and n 
"dollar area" on the other hand, will be almost 
if not quite as difficult as that of a Britain which 
finds itself unable to finance its exports through 
reluctance of other nations to admit British-made 
goods or make use of British services. 

Canada cannot export large quantities of 
wheat, cheese, bacon and so on to Great Britain 
unless Canadians buy British-made goods In re- 
turn. In that respect Canada's position is so far 
virtually the same as that of the Unltrd Slates. 
Although Canada has, like the United States, set 
up governmental machinery to finance a revival 
of export-Import trade, the fundamental prob- 
lem of deciding what kind of British goods wo 
are going to accept in return for our major ex- 
ports has not been tackled.

THE ALCOHOL ILLUSION 
By Leonrfra Starr, Press Secre- 
tary, Newmarket YV.C.T.U. 

The following is a synopsis of 
the teaching on alcohol in the, 
public health book prepared by 
the late Rev. Dr. A. Philip 
Brace when he was field secre- 
tary of the Sons of Temperance 
of Ontario: 

It is strikingly clear that the 
drinking of alcohol lessens one's 
self-control. Its effects upon the 
nerves which control thought, 
speech and actions are shown in 
making a man more lively, talk- 
ative and boisterous. The nerves 
which usually act as brakes are 
not working properly, so that a 
person under the influence of 
alcohol becomes dangerous, just 
as a speeding car is dangerous 

when its brakes are out of re- 
pair. 

Alcohol is shown to have a bad 
effect upon the muscular work 

as well as upon the mental work. 
The Boston laboratory of the 
Carnegie Institute notes the fol- 
lowing results of their studies on 
the effects of alcohol on trained 
typists. Small doses of alcohol 
produced such a depressing 
effect that there was a decline 
in the amount of work done. It 
was slower and became increas- 
ingly inaccurate and less legible, 
showing that the action of alco- 
hol had decreased their efficien- 
cy. They however believed that 
they had done very well for 

their senses had been blunted. 

Lord D'Abernon, of the British 
Medical Research Council, says 
that "alcohol gives the worker a 
false impression of having done 
his work with- unusual speed and 
success, whereas impartial exam- 
ination shows that both accuracy 
and regularity are not up to the 
standard." 

Because alcohol affects the 
memory and impairs the judg- 
ment, making mistakes and 
errors more likely, many of the 
great carying companies will not 
employ captains and other offi- 
cials for duty by land, sea or air, 
who are known to be addicted to 
drinking alcohol even when off 
duly. 

By research it has been found 
on a conservative estimate, "the 
industrial accident risk is about 
three times as high among 
drinkers as among men in gen- 
eral." More accidents happen 
to men who drink than to total 
abstainers. 

Directors of athletics will not 
tolerate alcoholic habits during 
training and give preference at 
any time to those who do not 
touch alcoholic drinks. They 
know that it impairs the quick 
judgment required at the critical 
moment, hinders team play, re- 
duces the strength and staying

He has con- 
sistently displayed determination 
and aggressiveness and courage 
to a high degree. On April 12, 
1945, "B" Squadron. Sixth Can- 
adian Armored Regiment, was 
supporting "D" Company, 48th 
Highlanders of Canada, in its

Apeldoorn. Sgt. Jasper, who 
was a crew commander in three 
troop, received a call for assist- 
ance from an isolated tank of 
four troop in the village.
